graph instructions from the collector 
of internal revenue at W ashington, 
ordering form 1040-A to be distrib­ 
uted. 
The forms, as distributed, 
show 
the rates in effect under the revenue 
act of 1924, but a slip containing 
inform ation of the decreased 
rates 
and 
increased 
personal exemptions, 
passage of which is virtually assur­ 
ed by the presest congress, is mailed 
with each individual blank. 
The most important changes are a 
decrease of two per cent rate to Mi 
lier tent and increase of personal ex­ 
emptions for single 
persons 
from 
$1,000 
to 
$1,500 and 
of 
married 
couples from $2,500 to $3,500. 
It appears certain now, according

that within 
the 
next 
IO days authority will be received 
to release blanks for 
corporations

PLUGGING UP THE WEAK SPOTS

New York. Fell. 16.—Every manager in the mnjor leagues knows what 
he needs to win a pennant. 
Maybe it’s one player and maybe it’s a whole 
new team, but it’s bis business to know. 
The process of finding the weakness is not an art. 
It is a simple matter 
compared to the subsequent problem—what to do about it. 
Bucky Harris, the youthful manager of the Washington Senators, has 
been particularly capable— or lucky it you will have it that way—In landing 
experienced players to plug up the weak spots. 
After winning his first pennant, Harris said the chances of his team to 
repeat depended upon finding un experienced pitcher. 
He found not only 
ne but two experienced pitchers and they won the pennant for him. 
When Dutch Reuther was put on the market by the Brooklyn Robins, 
every manager but H arris turned his thumbs down. 
Reuther was not only 
tagged as being through but he had the reputation of being hard to please. 
Harris grabbed him though and Reuther had one of his beat seasons. 
The same thing happened when the Cleveland Indians put the veteran 
spit-baller, Stan Coveleskie, on the market. 
No one but H arris wanted to 
bother with an old man with a sore arm. 
But Harris took him and the re­ 
sult is a matter of record. 
The Senators could not have won the 1925 pennant if Reuther and Cove­ 
leskie had not been on the team.

George Sisler, some believe, got all the worst of the deal, but Sisler per­ 
haps is figuring more on the future than he is on a. championship this year 
and Ballou may develop into a star.
